Workers May Settle 


The Borough of York and 
it’s outside workers have 
come up with a tentative 
agreement on the short term 
disability leave. 

Ratification talks for Local 
10 were scheduled for Tues- 
day, September 28, as the 
paper went to press. 

Although no details on the 
agreement will be released 
until after the talks, York 
Mayor Gayle Christie and Na- 
tional CUPE Union Represen- 
tative, Mike Harper, have in- 
dicated that the workers will 
receive a 12.5% wage in- 
crease. 

The Mayor explained that 
this increase will not be af- 
fected by the new provincial 
budget since all items, ex- 
cept the sick leave plan, were 
decided on August 13, before 
the budget was brought 
down. 

Harper also indicated that 
the Union had given up two

thirds of their sick leave 
benefits so that the overall in- 
crease to workers would be 
within provincial guidelines. 
Local 10 has taken the 
Borough before the Provin- 
cial Labour Settlement Board 


on charges of bargaining in 
bad. faith and unfair labour 
practices, but, Harper said, 
“to my knowledge those will 
be withdrawn.” 

The Union has been in a

Lambton Tavern 


There is new hope for the 
Lambton Tavern. York Coun- 
cil has voted to set up a com- 
mittee to look into relocating 
the building, now located at 
4062 Old Dundas St. 

It has been proposed that 
the tavern, which was to be 
replaced by a 124 unit con- 
dominium complex, be lifted 
and moved to Lambton Arena 
Park, just north of the site on 
Dundas St. 


The tavern has been 
designated an Historic Site 
and is considered, by many 
area residents, to be of great 
value to the community. 

According to informal cost 
estimates by York's planning 
department, it could cost as 
much as $250,000 to $300,000 
to pick the tavern up and 
move it, on top of another

County Grammar School was 
founded on February 4, 1857. 
The school was temporarily 
housed in the basement of 
the Methodist Church (now 
Central United) and later 
transferred to the Weston 
Library location. 

After a donation of $500 
and 2 acres of land, by 
William Tyrrell, the school 
settled into its new quarters 
at King and Eim streets in 
1858. Public-spirited citizens 
raised the cost of construc- 
tion, since no government aid 


was given and when building 
funds were short of the goal, 
Tyrrell mortgaged twenty 
acres of his Etobicoke pro- 
perty to raise the required 
amount. 


After fire destroyed 
Weston High School in 1875, 
Tyrrell, using insurance 


monies, contracted to erect a 
new structure which was 
ready for use the next year. 

The first principal, a 
Presbyterian minister, Rev. 
Logan, organized and later 
was minister to the first 


Presbyterian Church in 
Weston. The third principal, 


Dr. J. Somerville, also a 
Presbyterian minister, was a 
former student of Weston 


Grammer School. 

As teacher and principal of 
Weston Collegiate, Ernest 
Worden was an integral part 
of the school for 32 years, 
from 1926 to 1958. 

The present schoo! proper- 
ty, once a strawberry patch 
belonging to Edward Eagle, 
owner of Eagle House,

York Alderman Dies 


York's Ward 6 Alderman 
Jim Trimbee died on Monday, 
September 20, after suffering 
a heart attack near the end of 
a council meeting. 

Attempts to resuscitate Mr. 


Trimbee by, first, Deputy 
Chief Ron McCutchion, who 
happened to be at the 


meeting, and then the fire 
department and ambulance 
attendants, failed and he was 
Pronounced dead at Nor- 
thwestern General Hospital. 

Mr. Trimbee, 64-years of 
age, first became a councillor 
in the town of Weston in 1965 
and in 1967, when Weston 
amalgamated with York, 
became an Alderman. He won 
a seat as Controller in 1972, 
which he retained until 1976, 
when he retired to return to 
his family business. 

Trimbee Florist’s operates 
three outlets; one on Jane St., 
Square One in Missassauga 
and in Gerrard Square. 

In 1980, Mr. Trimbee return- 
ed to politics as Alderman in 
Ward 6. 

An active member in the 
Community, he was involved 
with many groups including 
the Weston Meals-on-Wheels 
and Home Help, York Com- 
munity Services, Metro 
Senior Citizen Housing, 
Metro Non-Profit Housing,

He spent two years as ex- 
ecutive assistant to former 
York Mayor, Phil White. 
“Working closely with the 
Mayor and Council for that 
period of time gave me good 
insight into how to get things 
done for the people of York,”

Your Rights If Stopped 
By The Police 


by Michael McDonald 


Being arrested, charged or 
even stopped by the police 
are very serious matters and 
are only allowed by law in cer- 
tain defined situations. This 
chapter will deal with what a 
citizen’s rights are if stopped 
by the police and how one 
can best handle this situation 
should it ever arise. In an 
ideal world, police would only 
investigate people who are 
guilty of offences. In the real 
world, sometimes mistakes 
are made and innocent peo- 
ple are charged. The goal of 
this chapter is to deal with 
the applicable legal rights 
and offer some practical ad- 
vice so as to enable the 
reader to avoid being charged 
or arrested or if unable to 
avoid these things, at least to 
not ‘jeopardize one’s case 
before trial. 

Your Rights 

If you are stopped by the 
police outside of your house 
or your car and your are not 
doing anything contrary to 
law, you are under NO legal 
obligation to (1) answer any 
questions as to your name 
and address, or (2) justify why 
you are where you are, or (3) 
produce identification or pro- 
ve means of supporting 
yourself, or (4) go with the 
Police for further investiga-

tion or questioning UNLESS 

you are placed under arrest. 

See Section 7 of the Charter 

of Rights, s. 7: “Everyone has 

the right ot life, liberty, and 

the security of person...” 
What To Do 

It is normally prudent to 
answer police questions as 
to your name, address and 
why you are where you are 
but as stated, you are under 
no legal obligation to do so. 
Normally, police will only 
stop someone if they have in- 
formation concerning a crime 
or if that person or persons 
look suspicious as to a recent 
crime or yet to be committed 
crime. An acceptable reply 
would be “I am Jack Jones, I 
live at 207 Main Street South, 
Toronto and | am out for a 
walk.” The goal of your en- 
counter with the police is not 
to demonstrate your 
knowledge of your legal 
rights, but to be able to con- 
tinue your activity and return 
home. Smart aleck remarks, 
human nature being what it 
is, may result in a visit to the 
police station which even if 
unjustified is an experience 
you would probable wish to 
avoid. A polite reply will nor- 
mally avoid such conse- 
quences. 

If, however, the police pur- 
sue further questioning 
without arresting you, you 
should decline to answer 
without first obtaining legal 
advice. An acceptable reply

to further questioning would 
be “I would be pleased to res- 
pond to your questions after | 
have spoken to my lawyer.” If 
the police invite you to get in- 
to the police care, UNLESS 
you have been arrested, you 
are under NO legal obliga to 
do so and should decline and 
leave the area. However, 
should you voluntarily go 
with the police and answer 
their questions then what you 
say to the police will con- 
stitute evidence that may be 
accepted by our Courts even 
though you were under no 
legal obligation to give it 
Everything you say, even 
though it is not written down 
and signed by you, MAY be 
used as evidence against 
you. 

Silence, by itself, cannot 
be held against you except in 
the rare situation which calls 
out for an explanation; for ex- 
ample, you are caught in 
front of a broken store win- 
dow with jewellery in you 
hand that the thief has thrust 
at you. Even in this situation 
aresponse to the police when 
they arrive at the scene such 
as “| have an explanation for 
this which | will give after | 
speak to my lawyer” is ade- 
quate. 

One should resist the 
temptation to talk a blue 
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streak out of nervousness or 
to attempt to justify one’s in- 
nocence to the police. That 
can wait for trial. If in the 
course of talking, one lies or 
misleads the police, this may 
give rise to further charges. In 


summary, if stopped by the 
police on the street: i) You 
need not answer any ques- 
tions or go with the police 
unless arrested. ii) You may 
wish to provide the police 
with minimum information 


such as your name, address 
and the purpose of your 
whereabouts. iii) If the police 
ask further questions, you 
are entitled to refuse to 
answer without first speaking 
to your lawyer.

can only accommodate 
storms rated up to 1 in 2 
years. He added that the 1 in 
2 year sewers are the average 
in Metro. 

“The key, to the problem of 
flooding, is in the intensity of 
the rainstorm,” said 
Greenland. He said the sewer 
system cannot handle a great 
amount of rainfall but “if it 
rained consistently and at a 
reasonable rate the sewers 
can handle it.” 

Dunford said no major 
damages were recorded in 
York Borough; only minor 
flooding. He stated West- 


mount Ave., Cordella, 
McRoberts St., Caledonia 
Rd., Silverthorn, Cliff St., 


Veresford and Lauvain were 
some areas experiencing 
heavy flooding. 

Greenland said flooding 
occurs to houses in low-lying 


areas or to those whose 
eavestroughs leads to street 
sewers. He said in high- 
intensity rainstorms there is 
a surcharge of water from 
street sewers backing up the 
rainwater into homes. 


A Florence Cres. resident, 
who called the Mosaic com- 
plaining of flooding, has had 
an on-going problem with her 
basement flooding. The York 
Borough resident said she 
has always experienced 
flooding ever since she mov- 
ed into her home five years 
ago. “You can't live in a home 
when your basement isn’t 
good,” she said. 

Both the Borough of York 
and City of Toronto sewer 
systems, in the past, worked 
under a combined sewage 
system, whereby both 
sanitary and rainwater flow- 
ed through the same system. 


During the past 12 years, 
however, the City of Toronto 
has been working on install- 
ing two separate sewer 
systems. The Borough of 
York has undertaken this pro- 
ject in the last five years. 

Greenland said a second 
sewer is installed on streets 
for rainwater while the old 
sewer takes care of the 
sanitary waste, but, he add- 
ed, “even with a separate 
sewer system, if a heavy 
rainstorm occurs, houses in 
low-lying areas will ex- 
perience some flooding.” 

According to Douglas 
Doherty, the Director of 
Engineering, Department of 
Public Works, in the City of 
Toronto, the change over to 
the separate sewer system 
will not be completed until 
1985, at a cost of 
$135-million. He said 
$35-million of that will come 
from provincial funding. 

Dunford said the Borough 
of York has spent $10-million 
in the last five years and has 
$50-million outstanding work 
to be done.

as voting against tabling the 
reports. 

Council then directed the 
Clerk to withhold the Audit 
from the public since it had 
not formally been discussed 
by Council. According to 
Rodrigo, this decision was 
made by Council unanimous- 
ly, although it is not recorded 
in Council minutes. 

“I’m chagrined and dissap- 
pointed that it’s (the Audit) 
been put on the back burner,” 
Nunziata said. 

Nunziata feels that the 
direction by Council to keep 
the Audit from the public is in 
direct contradiction to the 
newly passed Access to In- 
formation By-Law. Because 
the Audit has been before 
Council, under Section 3 of 
the By-law, it should be made 
public information 

“m afraid it's lost its 
momentum,” Nunziata said, 
but, he added, “I have a copy 
(of the Audit) and I'll make it 
available to anyone who 
wants to see it.” 

Nunziata has suggested 
that the Mayor is trying to 
keep the report under wraps 
until after the election. 

“There’s no way the 
Mayor's going to let this out 
now,” said Ward 3 Alderman 
Ron Bradd. “There's just one 
more council meeting left 
(before the election). She's 
just trying to cover up her er- 
rors.” 

Bradd felt that the Audit 
should be made an election 
issue. He has accused coun- 
cil of being lax in not dealing 
with the Audit immediately, 
which he felt would have 
been a great saving to the 
Borough. 

“She’s (the Mayor) the 
chief administrator and she 
should be dealing with the 
problems of York,” Bradd 
said. “A good administrator 


would deal with it (the Audit) 
immediately.” 

Mayor Christie, however, 
says that Bradd and Nunziata 
are “twisting” the facts. 

“l brought it (the Audit) to 
Council,” she said, “and I’m 
itching to have that report 


public.” 

Christie disagreed that the 
report would have interferred 
with negotiations. “I commis- 
sioned it last June,” she said. 
“They referred it off and | 
can’t even have it dealt with. 
It's my work record.”

Works Departments 
Flooded With Calls

More than 225 complaint 
calls of flooded basements, 
from the September 14th 
rainstorm, kept telephone 
lines busy at the Borough of 
York Works Department. The 
City of Toronto recorded 
some 59 complaint calls. 

York's Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Works, William Dun- 
ford, said the storm, one of 
the worst to hit in a long time, 
was rated as a one in 10 year 
storm. 


Rainstorms are rated by 
the number of times a storm 
of that nature could occur in 
a given year. 

Both Dunford and City of 
Toronto Executive Director of 
Works, Ralph Greenland, said 
the sewer systems in York 
and City of Toronto can not 
handle rainstorms of high 
intensities-like the last storm. 

According to Dunford, 
Borough of York sewers, 
which are over 40 years old,
